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THE DEPARTURE OF LI OH UNG-TANG. 


Tux somewhat sudden depar ture from Shang- 


hai of the Grand Secretary Ls has for the 


present dashed the hopes of those who though 
that the difficulties between Ohina and F 

were in a fair way of being settled. It was 
generally reported on Sunday that the Viceroy 


had had two satisfactory interviews with the 


French Minister, that the latter was ready to 
abate the full extent of his pretensions, and 


that the Chinese would make an arrangement 


‘without the latter’s consent. The weak poin 
of China’s case however is that this treaty was 
communicated to the Court of Peking, and that 
that Oourt did not take any steps to re- 
pudiate Tv Dvo’s statement, The excuse made 
by China for this neglect is, that she was 
engaged at the time with other matters, and 
that she did not think it important enough to 
warrant the strong representations that she

THE CASE OF MANSLAUGHTER. 


“McKexxa Sewrancep to Oxz Year's Iurrisov- 


At 3 o'clock this afternoon, John McKenna, 
chief mate of the Obed Baxter, was brought 
up for judgment on a charge of manslaughter. 

His Howovur in delivering judgment said :— 
The defendant is upon bis trial for the crime 
of manslaughter, which is the unlawful 
killing of another without malice expressed 
or implied. The distinguishi feature 


between murder and m ter is the 
presence or absence of malice. If malice 
enter into the unlawful act by which death 


ig caused, the crime is murder, but if malice 
be wanting it is only manslaughter, And this 
is of two kinds, voluntary and involuntary. 
Whorton defines voluntary rt to be 
“the unlawfal killing of another without malice 
as on sudden quarrel orjon heat of passion.” 
Involuntary manslaughter is where a man 
doing an unlawful act not amounting to 
felony by accident kills auother, or w | 
a person does an act not unlawful in itself, but 
in an unlawful manner, and death ensues from 
the act. There are many acts so heediess and 
incautious ag necessarily to be deemed unlawful 
and wanton, though there may not be any ex- 
press intent to do mischief, and the party com- 


mitting them and causing death by such conduct |

This morning the Ningpo fishdealers were | 
all on strike, and they were endeavouring to 
create a disturbance in the Fohkien Road, which 
has been used as a market ground since the 
marketmen were forced to leave the Maloo and 
after they ceased to make use of the new ground 
parchased and laid -out for them. There were 
only two or three fishdealers in the Vohkien 
Road and they were all Shanghai men. A 
considerable number of vegetable sellers were | 
there, having come from the country round 
Shanghai. About half « dozen Nivgpo men 
were very busy intimidating these peaceable — 
warketmen, aud they succeeded in driving some | 
of them away. One of the Ningpo men was) 
arrested by the police, the others having | 
cleared out when a foreigu constable came on | 
the scene. Liver since the 26th June, when 


the first disturbance took place, a large force — 
of ‘armed police have been on patrol in the 
Maloo aud. adjacent streets ; but this morning, — 


for the first time, the force was reduced to the 
number on regular night duty, and the fish 
dealers took advantage of the opportunity to 
again create a disturbance. 

At the Mixed Court this morning, shortly 


before ten o'clock, a large crowd of market | 


people had assembled in the court-yard of the 

yaméu, and Mr. Chén wads out amongst them, 
bowing and scraping to them. ‘They wauted 

to kuow when the market question was to be 
settled, and we suppose he was doing his best 

to pacify them. When the British Assessor 
arrived at the yaméu, he fouud Chéu address- 
ing the crowd. After the petty cases from 

the three police stations had been disposed of, 
the Niugpo fish-dealer was brought in on the 
charge of intimidating other market-men aud 
inciting them to raisea disturbance. Li was 
stated in Court-that the prisoner was one of 
the leaders iu the band of Ningpo fish-dealers 

who had petitioued Chéa on the market ques- 
tion some weeks ago. After avery loug 
palaver between the British Assessor and 
Chéa, and Iuspector Wilsou having pressed 
the charge and requested that the man should 
be punished as a warning to others, a sentence 
of seven days’ imprisonment was passed. The 
Court runners took the prisouer out to the 
verandah in front of the Oourt-room, and 


returned saying they were afraid to take the 


prisoner to the gaol, which is at the coruer of 
the main court-yard, on account of the number 
of fish-dealers who were assembled there.

It is an 
undeniable fact that in this case these bad 
characters have conspired to kill Si-yung, a 
detective who has endeavoured to discharge 
his duties to the Municipality faithfully 
and for the benefit of the community. 
The death, from cholera or other natural causes, 
of a rogue and vagabond, who happened to have 
been in the hands of the police last week, 1s 
taken advantage of by the thieves and rowdies 
of the settlement to take their revenge on 
oue of the native detectives, and they have 
most unjustly accused him of having caused the 
death of the m&n. The mob on Sunday 
demanded the ptoduction of Si-yung, and 
bullied the two Sub-Prefects at the inquest. 
The police refused to deliver Si-yung into the 
hands of his enemies, by whom he would no 
doubt have been torn to pieces. When such 
an unfounded and grossly outrageous attempt 


is made by Chinase rowdies to coutrol the | 
mandarins, and institute lynch law, it is cer- | 


tainly necessary that the Council should make 
a firmstand against it, As Si-yung is a servant 
of the Council he is entitled to their protection, 


and ought not to be handed over to the Chinese | 
authorities before a charge has been clearly | 


established him. A short time ago

The Senior Consul having been called upon 
yesterday, as soon asthe Municipal Council

Municipal Council—a despatch was written by 
the Senior Consul to the Taotai, requesting 
that Si-vung should be handed over to the 
police. Mr. Penfold, accompanied by a small! 
escort of foreign constables, left the Oentra! 
Police Station about eight o'clock, and returned 
about eleven. It was too late for anything to 
be done in the matter last night, but the 
Taotai promised to send an answer this 
morning. Up to this afternoon, no reply had 
been received. 

We notice that in this morning's North- 
China Daily News, a letter appears from Mr. 
W. V. Drummond, in which that gentleman 
states that the description “in the Courier of 
the proceedings in connection with the detec- 
tive Si-yuug are so blood-stirring that it is to 
be earnestly hoped that they are incorrectly 
reported.” Our report is a trae and unexag- 
gerated record of the proceedings. 

Tae Inquest Riot. 


The Daily News of this morning sagely 
remarks :—“It is a strange thing that the 
Superintendent of Police should have known 
of the existence of a riot in the Settlement 
lasting several hours on Sunday last, and have 
taken not a single step to put a stop to it. 
We do not see that the representations of Mr, 
Chéa should have had anything whatever to 
do with the plain duty of a Municipal 
officer under these circumstances.” The 
action of the police on Sunday was the 
most advisable course that could have been 
followed.

| The C hehsien having returned from Soochow, 
arriving here late last eveuing, the Taotai | 
addressed a despatch to Mr. Denny, Senior | 
Consul, notifying him of the District Magis- 
trate’s return, aud stating thatif he would 
appoint an officer to receive Si-yang he would 
be hauded over to him at any hour they chose 
to appoint. Mr. J. Haas, Austro-Hungarian 
Consul, was requested by the Senior Consul to 
receive Si-yung at eleven o'clock this forenoon, 
and Mr. Haas consented to act in the matter, | 
No better one could have been chosen, for in 
addition to bis high proficiency as a Chinese 
scholar, he is the proper sort of man to deal with 
Chinese authorities ina case of this kind ; 
had he been on the bench of the Mixed 
Court when SGi-yung was brought eerey | 
this trouble would have been avoided. The 

Taotai undertook to preserve order in 
the City, and the arrangements made 
were that Si-yung was to be handed over 2h 
‘Mr. Haas at the Little East Gate, off the 

French Bund, with the responsibility of 
maintaining order in the foreign settlements 
and presenting Si-yuug for trial at the 
Mixed Oourt at two o'clock in the after- 
noon. These were the arrangements de- 
finitely made, and were as perfectly understood 
by the Taotei and Chehsien as by the foreigu 
officials. At the eleventh hour, the time for 
Si-yung being handed over was changed from 
eleven to one o'clock, aud at the latter hour 
Mr. Haas, accompanied by Mr. Penfold, 
Superintendent of Police, and Police Constable | 
Romer, went in a Chinese brougham to the | 
Little East Gate, that style of vehicle being 
chosen so as to attract as little attention as pos- 
sible. They expected that the Taotai and 
Chehsien would keep their part of the 
agreement and that Si-yung would be 
handed over to them.

But the uews was confirmed on 
all sides, and Mr. Penfold was seut off to the 
Mixed Court to see it was really true that tie 
Chehsien had goue there. Before he returned 
a ruuuer from the City came with a verbal 
message tou Mr. Haas, but that gentleman 
took little notice of him, and shortly afterwards 
two Chimese, described to us as servants of 
the Chehsien drove up in jiurikshas, presented 
red cards to Mr, Haas, presumably those of 
| the Chehsien and Mixed Court Magistrate. Mr. 
Haas did not seem to be influenced in any 
way by the visits of these underlings of the 
Chinese officials, and he continued to wait at 
the Little East Gate till Mr. Penfold returned, 
aud reported to him. Then he drove away to 
the Mixed Court, arriving there a little after 
three o'clock. 


While one of our staff was at the Little East 
Gate waiting to see Si-yang coming out of the 
City, another called at the Central Police 
Station aud waited there till after two o'clock, 
up to which time no word came as to the result 
of Mr. Haas’s mission. A messenger, who was 
despatched to the Mixed Court, returned with 
the news that Si-yung had already arrived 
there, and ou going up to the Mixed Court,

He cousidered 
that by insulting him in the manner described 
above, they had insulted the Sevior Vousal 
and the whole of the Consular Body. Mr, Haas’s © 
remarks were interpreted to the Chehsien, 
aud he explained that it was some mistake on 
the part of the coolies that he came out 
by the North Gate instead of the East 
Gate, and after the matter had been farther 
discussed, it was understood that an amicable 
settlement was come to. 

While this interview was going ou, Si-yung 
was sitting on an arm chair in the Mixed 
Court, along with Detective Mack. In reply 
to our questions, Si-yung said he was only 
allowed to stay about thirty minutes in the 
Taotai’s yamén after we saw him placed in a 
cell there on Monday last. ‘The chain he had 
on him to-day was placed round 1.15 neok be- 
fore he was taken to the Chebsieu's yaméa, on 
Monday ; chains were also put on his hands 
and feet, and these chaing hel been on 
him ever since. He had been beaten with 
a piece of bamboo, but not in the ueual 
style in which the flageliation is adminis. 
tered; some of the ruuners had beaten him 
ou the shoulders, During the whole time 

he was in prison he received no food except a 
little now and again which one of the other 
prisoners had given him.

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Four witnesses were examined, and their 
evidence will certainly have to be made much 
stronger than it is at present before even, we 
venture to think, the Chinese authorities blame

At a quarter past six o'clock ihe hearing 
was adjourned till Tuesday next, aud in the 
meantime Si-yang will be in the charge of 
Mr. Penfold at the Central Station.

An enquiry was opened at this Court at 2 
p.m. to-day, as to the ownership of the lorcha 
Dong-kong, which flies the American flag, and 
trades on the Yangtsze between Shanghai and 
Hankow, the proceedings having originated 
iu the following affidavit :—- 


“I, H. Kemish, being duly sworn, say that I 
am a citizen of the United States, and formerly 
master of the lorcha Dong-kong ; that I was in 
command of the said lorcha from the 5th day 
of September, 1882, until the 4th day of July, 
1883; that while the said lorcha flies the 
Awmerican flag, she is solely owned by Chinese, 
and is placed under the American flag in order 
to avoid customs duties, as I am informed and 
believe, which belief I am ready to substantiate 
by the evidence of witnesses, 

(Signed) H. Kenusu. 

“Subscribed and sworn to before me this 
7th of July, 1888.—({Signed) O. N. Dewny, 
Consul-General Acting Judicially.” 

H. Kemish took his place on the witness 
stand, and being duly sworn, was interrogated 
by His Honour—Q.—What is your name? 

A.—H. Kemish. 

Q.— What is your occupation 1 

A.—I ati. captain of a lorcha, sir. 

Q.— W hat lorcha ? 

A.—The Dong-kong, sir. 

@.—Are you captain of her now? 

A.—No, sir. 

Q.—How long have you been in her? 

A,—Eight months. 

Q.—How long have you been acting as 
captain of lorchas on this coast ? 

A,—Five years and four months in this 
yy wis 

.—In whose emtploy ? 

A.—In this Chinaman’s employ. 

Q.—What Chinaman ? 

A.—A man by the name of Yue Fong. 

Q.—When were you discharged ? 

A.—On the 4th of July, sir. 

Q.—What were you discharged for ? 

A.—I don’t know, sir. 

Q.—Were any reasons given ? 

A.—The reason given to me was this. Ou 
the morning of the Gth I went to Mr. Scofield 
for my money, and 1 spoke to Scofield about 
it, aud Scofield said it was this Chinaman who 
discharged me. A note come from Hankow to 
the Chinaman’s partner here, Ching-san, to 
disch me ; and Ching-san told Mr. Scofield, 
as he isagent for the Chinaman; and Mr. 
Scotield wrote to Mr. Emery, aud Mr. Emery 
returned the note to Scofield to discharge me. 

Q.—You have made an affidavit here stating 
that this lorcha Dong-kong although flying the 
American flag is not the property of American 
citizens, that she is wholly owned by 
Chinese ? 

A,—Yes, sir. 

Q.—And that the reason she was placed 
under the American flag was for the purpose 
of assisting her to pass the different customs 
barriers, without payment of customs duties ? 
 A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Now, begin at the beginning and state 
very concisely, or as concisely as you can, the 


teasons for your belief, and the reasons upou 
which this affidavit is based ? 

A.—Well, I joined the Tung-an on the Ist 
June, 1878. 

Q.—That is not this one ? 

A.—Not the Dong-kong, but the Tung-an; 
she belonged to the same owner. I wag 

here and proceeded to Chinkiang. 
Q.— Was this first vessel flying the American 
? . 


A.—Yes, she belonged to the same owner. 

Q.— Whose name did she stand in ? 

A.—Mr. Emery gets Ils, 100a year for 
“ flagging " these boats, 

Q.—Go on with your statement ? 

A.—Daring the time I was in the Zong-an;, 
I had many troubles with the sailors, concern- 
ing robbery, smiuggling, stealing, and threaten- 
ing to beat the captain. I made a complaint 
' to Mr. Emery; and he said he would look 
into it; and after that he would say, “IF 
have spoken to the owner; he won't do it 
again.” The last trip in the Tong-ax 
coming down from Hankow to COhinkiang, 
loaded with general cargo; I had some 
trouble with’ the sailors and lowdahs ; they 
were nearly in collision with some Chinese 
junks, and I stopped them from doing so ; 
and they told me 1 had nothing to do with it 
howsomever. 

Q.—Which lorcha was this ? 

A,—The Tong-an, 

Q.—The last trip you made in her ? 

A.—Yes ; I will explain it directly. They 
said the peoperty did not belong to foreigners, 
that it belonged to Chinamen, and I had 
nothing to say in it howsomever; they said, 
whether it was broken or not, or whether 
money was made or not, it was not my busi- 
ness, and no other foreigner’s. From Chin- 
kiang, I took a load of rice down hero, and 
they turned to and smuggled this rice. There 
were 100 bags of rice that had been damaged 
before in some other lorcha, and which was 
lying at the hong in Chinkiang. They turned 
to and smuggled 100 bags of rice on board 
the Tong-an, and exchanged this rice, taking 
out the good rice and shoving the damaged 
rice in, and the good rice was smuggled 
back into Ohinkiang,; into Mr. Yue Fong’s 
hong, the Chinaman who is owner of the boat. 
I durst not say one word, sir; if I did 1 would 
lose my sitnation. We came down to Shang- 
hai, and this rice was discharged at the Ohina 
Merchants’ wharf, and put into a godown there; 
and after di

“* Here is the owner of the boat.” 

Q.—Who was the owner of the boat? 

A.—Mr. Myres first said the Chinaman was 

the owner of the boat, but Mr. Stevens picked 

up sharp and said, “ Who is the owner of 

boat ?”” He turned and then said “ Mr. 

Emery,” and he produced a note from Mr. 

Emery ; and then General Stevens, the United 

tates Consul, asked him what he wanted? He 


said he wanted to take the American flag off 
the boat (the Tung-an), and they made out a 
bill of sale to the same Chinaman, Yue Fong, 
and he got ion of one copy, Mr. Myres 
one, and Major Stevens one, And then 
Mr. Yue Fong, Mr. Myres, and I went into his 
office, and agreed with Mr, Myres to pay him 
twenty-five taels, and they made the boat No. 
93, to trade between Ningpo and Shanghai. 
A couple of days after that, he and I went 
back to the United States Consul for me to be 
di from the Tong-an. I was dis- 
charged from the Tongan, and I had 
to pay the sum of $2 for my own dis- 
charge. I have got my discharge here yet. 
With that Major Stevens said, ‘‘ How about 
these men on the articles?'’ Well, of 
course the Chinaman said to me,—he told me 
to tell the Consul that it would be all right, he 
would pay for every seaman, that is, the fees 
for the seamen. The Consul said “ All right,” 
That was the seamen on the articles—the 
American log. And while he had got foarteen 
men in the ship, we were obliged to swear 
there were only eight in the ship, in fremt of 
the government—and I don’t think it is right. 
ane Honourn—There were fourteen men in the 
ip? 

A.—Fourteen men in the ship, and we were 
obliged to say eight, by the orders of the owner 
and the flag agent ; and if I say any different I 

t my walking ticket, After all that is 

ished, E came down to Shanghai in the 
Tunsin steamer, sir ; and then I was to proceed 
up to a ie the same evening as I 
was going to ow, @ telegram came from 
Mr, haere to know whether a captain is going 
up or not—to that effect. Mr. Yue Fong 
and his partner were here. Yue Fong wished 
for me to go into the boat, but his partner 
declined for me to go in her; he had 
another captain to go iu her, and the two had 
a dispute before Mr. Scofield. But anyhow they 
followed me up to Hankow, and they charged 
me for half my passage to Hankow. I got up 
to Hankow, and I went into Yue Fong’s hong 
in Hankow. Mr. Yue Fong was not there ; 
he had not arrived ; consequently his assistant 
compradore directed me to Mr. Watson, who 
keeps the hotel in Hankow. Mr. Watson and 
I went to General Shepherd, at the United 
States Consulate, to make out the necessary 
papers for the ship aud put my name on the 
articles, or ship's papers, whatever it might be. 
After that I never heard any more until I came 
down here. I left Hankow and came down to 
Shanghai. 

His Honotr—What lorcha did you leave 
Hankow by ? 

A.—The Dong-kong. I joined the Dong-kong 
in Hankow. 

His Honour—You have been in her ever 
since? 

A.—Ever since, for eight months. After 
leaving Ningpo 1 came up here, and from 
Shanghai they forwarded me up to Hankow to 

His Hoxourn—Did you see Yue Fong up in 
Hankow ? 

A.—No, sir; he was sick. I saw him at 
Chinkiang when I came down from Hankow, 
the first trip. 

His Honour—When was the Dong- ut 
under the American flag ? id 


A.—On the 5th September, 1882, 
His Honourn—At Hankow ? 


_  A.—At Hankow, sir. I left Shanghai on the 
Ist to go there and join her. 
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His Honourn—Who applied to the Consul to 
have her flagged ? 

A.—Mr. Watson, hotel-keeper at Hankow. 

His Howourn—Whom did he apply for? 

A.—He applied for Mr. Emery, sir. 

His Honourn—You say Mr. Emery does not 
own this lorcha ? 

A.—WNo, sir. 

His Honovr—I will first ask you, is the 
lorcha you first spoke of, the TZong-an, still 
under the American flag ? 

A.—No, sir ; not now. 

His Honowur—You say that Mr. Emery is 
not the owner ? 

A.—No, sir; he is not. 

His Hoxnourn—aAnd that this Chinaman you 
speak of is the owner ? 

A,—Yes, sir; Yue Fong is the owner. 

His Honour—State how you know that to 
be the case ? 

A.—By what I know, Judge. That man 
came down to Shanghai and employed me; he 
ones me and pays me my wages. 

is Honoun—He employed you? 

A.— Yes, 

His Honour—aAnd he pays your wages? 

A.—Yes. He agreed with Mr. Emery for my 
wages to be $85, and $2 for paper and sampau 
hire; but I did not receive that, sir ; I only re- 
ceived $30 a month and $2for paper and sampan 
hire. I spoke to Mr. Emery aboutit. Mr. Emery 
said “that’s all right; I will see the Chinese 
owner about it.” And the next time I saw 
Mr. Emery, he said “‘ that’s all right; you will 
get the money when you leave the vessel.” 
And ir the Dong-kong, this last one, it was just 
the same way. He pays me at the rate of $45 
a month, and $2 for paper and sampan hire ; 
which I ought to get $52. Those $5 are kept 
back from me. 

His Honourn—You stated that Mr. Emery 
receives conpensation for this ? 

A.—Mr. Emery made an agreement between 
himself and the Chinamau, aud the Chinaman 
signed it; and he never made me sigu au 
agreement between me and him. 

His Honour—For what ? 

A.—Regarding my wages or anything else. 

His Honourn—He made an agreement with 
the owner of the lorcha ? 

A.— Yes; the Chinaman signed his name on 
the paper. 

His Honovr—Whiere was that done? 

A.—At Chinkiang. 

His Honourn—Beafore whom }? 

A.—Mr. Emery. 

His Honour—In the presence of Mr. Emery ? 

A.—Mr. Emery read it out tome. I asked 
foracopy of it, and he said I had nothing 
do with it. 

His Honour—You say Mr. Emery receives 
compensation for flagging the boats. How do 
you know that ? 

A.—The Chinaman himself to told me that. 

His Honoun—W hat did he tell you ? 

A.—Yue Fong told me “ Mr. Emery flag my 
boat one hundred taels one year ; by-and-bye 
another pieces new boat makee Hankow.” That 
is the way he speaks, 

His Honour—He has another new boat in 
Hankow, and wauts it to be flagged 1 

A.—Yes; he has got one making in 
Honkow uow; and a captain formerly in 
Scofield’s na Page gone in charge of one of 
the lorchas for this same man, Yue Fong. Mr. 
Scofield said yesterday morning that he is only 
down here for the agent, and that he expected 
the agent in Chinkiang to be down here—that 
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is Mr. Emery—to answer for the Chinese 
owner. 

His Honour—At the time the lorcha was 
flagged, did Yue Fong go before the Consul af 
Hankow ? 

Paws sit; he was down in Chinkiang, 

His Honourn—Mr. Shepherd does not know 
that this lorcha belongs to the Chinaman, does 
he ? 

A.—No, sir; he does not. I don’t believe 
he does ; I don’t know. And so many captains 
have been lashed and beaten up and down the 
¥angtsze river. and never spoke a word about 
it, for fear if losing their situations. 

His Honour—W ho beats them ? 

A,—The sailors. 

His Howour—Who lashes them ? 

A.—The sailors. 

His Honour—Chinese sailors ? 

A.—Yes, sir; I know the time sir 

His Honour—What captains or foreigners 
have been lashod and beaten by Chinese 
sailors ? 

A.—American captains, sir. 

His Honour—Aud they make no complaints % 

A.— Well, they make a complaint, and the 
Chinaman buys them off with a bottle of gin. 
And Mr. Scofield knows they do that on other 
lorchas belonging to the same owner, Mr. 
Scofield’s compradore. 

Mr. Soortstp—You are making use of my 
name rather too freely. Islmallask you somé 
questions by and bye, 

His Honovr (to Mr. Scofield)—You will 
have an opportunity of putting questious to the 
witness. —(To witness) —Q.—Did you ever have 
any talk with the owner of the lorcha about 
wages, or about your discharge, or about tlie 
discipline of the ship ? 

A.—I have, sir. I spoke to him up at Han- 
kow. I went to his hong, when I had trouble 
with the sailors, and spoke to him about it. Hs 
said he would see about it. Next day I went 
back again, and Mr. Scofield happened to be 
there. When I stated the complaint to Mr. 
Scofield, he said, ‘‘ Why dou’t you go before 
your Consul, and say the lorcha does not belong 
to Mr. Emery ; it belongs toa Chinaman.” 

His Honourn—Did the owner of the Dong- 
kong even tell you about who looked after his 
interests, or whether he had anyone in 
Haukow ? 

A:—He told me several times to look after 
his interests; to look after his property ; to 
see there was nothing happened to the ship, 
and look after it. But if 1 complain to him; 
then he goes boss over his sailors, and the 
sailors turn to and make me a liar out of it, 
and he comes back to nre. If Ff complain to 
Mr. Emery; it would be just as bad for me. f 
get no satisfaction howsomever. 

His Honourn—Who does his business in 
Hankow—the business of Yue Fong ? 

A.—Mr. Scofield is his agent at Hankow. 

His Honour—You say in your affidavit that 
_ghe is placed under the American flag for the 
purpose of evading the customs ? 

A.—Yes, sir. 

His Honourn—What have you to say about 
that—how do you know that ? 

A.—Well, it is the only evidence I can 
give, sir. The Ohinaman employed me, and F 
received my wages from him, and gave him 
receipts every month for the money I got. 
The Chinamen say themselves that Mr. Emery 
is flag agent, and no owner in it howsomever. 
Otherwise if anything happened in the ship, 
I would have to keep log. I kept no log, and 


fio books, and kept no account of cargo or 
anything for the owner. It is all Chinamen 
who look after her. Ohinamen keep the 
books. If the property belonged to a foreigner; 
a foreigner would have to keep the books. 

His Howour—No log was kept ? 

A.—No, sir. 

His Honourn—And no returns made to Mr, 
Emery ? 

A —No, sir. 

His Honoun—Whio pays for the repairs 1 

A.—Yue Fong; he pays all expenses and 
everything, 

His Honour—Did he ever tell you you could 
not help yourself—that it made uo difference 
if the lorcha was Chinese; that you could not 
help yourself ? 

&A.—Mr. Emery told me that if I made any 
complaint to him, he would complain to the 
Chinese owner. He said, “I'll complain to 
your owner and see what he says.” And then 
when I go back and say; “ Well; Mr. Emery, 
how is it?” he would say; “I have given him 
a good talking to; and he says he won't do it 
again.” That's all the satisfaction I got. If 
he brings bad mien into the ship; and I com- 
plain about them and tell him to discharge 
them, he hag no power to do it. The China- 
men take on any men and keep whatever meu 
they think proper in the ship. 

His Honour—You say you have seen smug- 
gling carried on? 

A.—Yes, sit; many a lorcha captain can tell 
you the same ; not only me, sir; mtustly all of 
them. 

His Honourn—You say they smuggled sult 
and opium ? 

A.—BSalt; they smuggled salt in Hankow, 
last time going up; that’s where the trouble 
firsts commenced. They smuggled salt at 
Wangchow. I happened to go up and saw 
fotir or five sampaus alongside the ship, and I 
said, “‘ What are you doing there?’ and the 
méu rushed to one side of the ship, and the 
sumpaus got away from the ship’s side. About 
half an hour afterwards I heard a row. I 
went forward and saw eight or ten of them 
had got hold of my boy servant, and were 
beating him. Of course I took my boy's part 
in the fight, but I did not burt any of them. 
When I got up to Hankow, I reported this to 
the Chinese owner, At the same time the 
Chinaman said he did not care a g— d— for 
any foreigner in Hankow or for any Consul. 

His Honour—Why ? 

A.—He said ‘‘ Because we got our own Con- 
sul to defend as against any foreigner. We 
got our own Consul to defend us; and that 
is Kung-tab manu.” That must be Mr. Jenkins; 
he is half Chinaman and half foreigner. 

His Honoun—What Mr. Jenkius is that ? 

A.—Mr. Jeukins, I believe, is interpreter in 
Hankow to the United States Consulate, 

His Honourn—Who told you this? 

A.—The Chinamen iu the ship—the sailors. 

His Honour—Did anybody tu authority ou 
the lorcha tell you this ? 

&.—There’s one, the shroff; of course he is 
the compradore’s brother. He is supposed to 
be the master of the boat—not me, He is 
master and owner of the boat—acting for his 
brother and Yue Fong. Coming back from 
Hankow they smuggled a lot of goods and stole 
a lot of cargo. Wecame down to Chinkiang, 
and I went ashore. After having cleared every- 
thing, I came on board again and had my break- 
fast whatever it was ; and in the evening I went 
ashore about six o’clock after I had my dinner. 
About half-an-hour afterwards Isaw my boy

Goming in—running after me into Mr. Li-ching’s, 
the cempradore’x, store. The boy complained 
that the sailors were going to him and 
chuck him in the water. I asked him what it 
wasfor. He said the harbour-master had bee 
on board, looking round the ship; and the 
sailors said that either the boy or the captain 
had been to the Castoms and reported that they 
were smuggling. As it happened, we bad not 
been near the Customs. Anyhow they sold 
some of the sntuggied goods in Ohinkiang, and 
after I cleared tlie boat they smuggled down here, 
sir. Ou this occasion coming down from Han- 
kow, when I had the trouble, I reported it to 
Mr. Emery. He was Acting Consul at the 
time, on account of Mr. Smithers going home, 
and the new Covsul was down in Shanghai. 
He gave me my papers for the report to the 
Oustoms ; and I reported to him what occur- 
in the ship, sir,—the trouble we had in the 
ship and everything. He said all right, he 
would look into it; and when I weut round the 
next day he said to me “I have spoken to 
the shroff,” he says; “and I have given 
him a good blowing up, and I faucy it 
will be all right.” Aud that same day, 
sir, when I had the trouble in Chinkiany, 
when the boy came ashore, I took the boy 
before him. toli Mr. Emery “ Here is 
the boy ; he wants to see you?” He says, 
“T have got no time now, captain ; you send 
him round here to-morrow morning and I will 
seehim.” f took thé boy round next morning 
at nine o'clock, sir, and he asked where the bey 
was staying. I said ‘‘ At Li-ching’s store.” He 
said he would send for the boy to come round 
during the afternoon, With that he ordered 
me to go to the ship, and I done so ; and iw 
the evening at six o’clock I came ashore again. 
T asked the boy if he had been round to Emery 
or if Emery had sent round for him, and he 
said “No.” ‘Pen minutes afterwards 1 saw 
Emery coming into the same store, He asked 
the boy, * Why ain’t you away on board your 
ship?” The boy said he was afraid to go aboard 
for his life, and I told Enurery the same thing. 
IE had to carry a razor in my pocket and to 
sleep with a loaded revolver always by side. I 
told him everything when he was Acting Con- 
sul there, and he had power in his hands. 

His Honour—Why did you do that ? 

A.—Because I was amongst rebels—pirates | 
Not men! They threatened to kill me, and 
kill my boy. Yue Fong sent his brother down 
with me to guard ms from Hankow to Chin- 
kiang. 

His Honour—W hat for ? 

A.—Because, for stopping smuggling; and 
then they beat my boy, aud I take my boy's 
part. Of course I spoke to them rather rough 
when they committed this trouble. And of 


course they said they did not care a d— for - 


me, and all that. Although Mr. Emery knew 
that, he did uot discharge the crew. We lay 
at Chinkiang three days, I believe, and Mr. 
Emery geve me my papers to proceed down to 
Shanghai, I had to send my boy ashore at 
Chinkiang, aud he came down by steamer to 
Shanghai. 

His Honovr—Have you told all that you 
know in connection with the Dong-kong ? 

A.—Yes, sir. 

His Honourn—Do you know of any other 
lorcha flying the American flag which is owned 
by Chinese ? 

A.—Well, it is hard for me to say; but you 
could fiud it out from the captains if the captains 
wished to say so. I believe there are only four 
lorchas here that are owned by foreigners,

His Honour— Which are ’ 
A.—The Chinsan, Captain Fibin ; the Chin- 


kiang, Oaptain Smith; the Yuli, Captain 
Baker; and Wuhu, Captain Ollerdessen. 


His Honovur—How many are there flying the 


American flag on the Yangtsze ? 

A.—About a dozen—more, perhaps. 

His Horovur—aAnd only four out of this lot 
are really owned by foreigners ? 

A.—Only four, sir, that I know of. 

His Honourn—At whose instance are the 
rest of them flagged ? 

A.—By different agents, sir. Perhaps the 
captains will be able to give you information 
about that, sir. 

His Honourn—Are they here ? 

A.—There are two captains here—Captain 
Holmes and Captain Lee. Captain Lee was 
discharged from the American lorcha Donggu. 
Holmes was aboard the British lorcha Chinkiang. 

His Honour then told the witness to stand 
down, saying that he would probably be called 
again to be cross-examined when Mr, Emery 
came. 

Witness—Wonld you like to see these two 
captains, sir ? 

His Honour—Do they know anything about 
the Dong-kong f 

Witness— Well, they will beable to give 
you some information about the lorchas—the 
way they carry on, on board these lorchas, in 
smuggling and the like of that, 

Mr. Scorteip, from Hankow, said he wished: 
to _ a few questions to Captain Komish. 

is Honour assented, and the witness was 
the cross-examined by Mr. Scofield at consider-

A.—Yes ; they did it on behalf of the owners

knowledge that anybody smuggled on behalf 
of Mr. Emery ? 

pga ng A is not the owner of the boat. 

Q.—He says he is ? 

A.—No, he is not. Yousaid so yourself at 
Hankow, before Capain Miller. 

Q.—I wish the question answered. Do you 
know that any of the sailors smuggled on be- 
half of Mr. Emery * 

A.—Mr. Emery is not the owner of the boat. 
How could a man smuggle on behalf of Mr, 
Emery when he is not the owner of the boat ? 

—Answer my question ? 
is Honour (to witness)—You can answer 
the question. 

A.—Not that I know of—not on Mr. Emery's 
account, but on account of the owner of the boat. 

Q.—On behalf of Yue Fong?

Witness—Beg pardon, your Honour. 
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Mr. Scormzup—With regard to the owner- 
ship of the property, I must leave it to Mr. 

But with regard 
to the trouble on the boat, I was told Captain 
Kemish lost his ship because he made an 
arrangement with three or four sailors to emug- 
gle salt, and seventeen or eighteen dollars’

Mr, Scvrtstp—Well, at the time that Mr 
Emery made over the Zungan, he wrote a 
letter to me and gave me a power of attorney 
to sell her, stating that his compradore, Yue 
Foug, would arrange with the Chinaman in 
regard to money matters; and I had this 
power of attorvey in Shanghai. I would have 
transferred her tothe Chinaman that Yue 
Fong was about to sell her to, and we came 
to the American Consul here. Mr, Emery 
gave me a power of attorney to sell her for 
himself, aud he entrusted Yue Fong to look 
after the money. 

His Honour—Yovw stated that Yue Fong was 
about to sell her to some party ? 

A.—Yue Fong was Mr. Emery’s compradore 
at the time, and he entrusted him to make her 
over to some Chinaman, and gave me @ power 
of attorney to act for him in transferring her. 
I applied here at the American Consulate, and 
found that it was necessary that she should go 
te Ningpo to be made over. I wrote to Mr. 
Emery and said she would load for Ningpo and 
go there, and he had better send a power of 
attorney to some party in Ningpo, and I believe 
he sent a power of attorney to Mr. Myers. 
That is all that 1 know about that. 

His Hoxourn—Now, about the Dongkong ? 

A.—I kuow that Yue Fong, whom Kemish 
has been talking about; was my compradore 
for three or four mouths at Hankow, during 
the time that this boat was being built. I was 
always under the impression that the boat was 
being built for Mr. Emery. How Mr. Emery 
ed his money transactions between Yue 
Fong and himself, E cannot say; but I was 
always under the impression that the boat was 
for Mr. Emery. And when it was finished, 
Yue Fong came down to Shanghai, and said 
the boat was now finished, and requested me 
to write to Mr, Emery that it was fiuished, and 
that he had better go to Hankow or send a 
power of attorney to Mr, Watson. He sent a 
power of attorney to Mr. Watson, and they 
went to the American Consul and engaged the 
crew, and came down to Ohinkiang. The 
sale was finally effected between Yue Fong 
and Mr. Emery; whether it was or was 
not, EI could not swear; but I have 
always believed it was. Latterly some months 
since, | was in Hankow. Kemish was in the 
Dongkong, and there was a great deal of trouble 
on board, and he made complaints. I heard 
him and Yue Fong talking; he seemed rather 
excited, and I enquired what was the matter, 
and he told me. I said ‘Well you are captain 
- of the boat, and she is an American vessel; if 
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any of the sailors misbehave themselves, why 
don’t you log them and report them at the 
American Consulate ? If you don’t, you deserve 
all that is given to you.” He made answer to 
me that he could not do that, without getting 
into trouble with Mr. Emery ; and he said he 
would wait till he got down to see Mr. Emery. 
I advised him not to wait, and said I would 
write to Mr. Emery about it. Some of 
the sailors on board complained about Mr. 
Kemish’s boy. When I came down here, 
Mr. Kemish came to me about the matter, 
and asked me if I had received a letter 
from Mr. Emery. I said “ No.” Finally I 
received a letter from Mr. Emery saying 
there was a great deal of trouble about the 
Dongkong,; aud saying he wished to know the 
particulars if E could find them out. I sent a 
letter saying I thought there were faults on both 
sides—that there might be some bad sailors on 
board, and I thought Mr. Kemish should dis- 
charge those sailors whom he pointed out as 
being bad, and also that he should discharge 
his boy. I saw Mr. Kemish, and he said he 
had already discharged his boy, and [ said I 
believed that Mr. Emery would discharge three 
or four of the bad men complained of. Cap- 
tain Kemish said “No, they mustall be dis- 
charged ;” and I said, ‘* If you will not take my 
advice, I wash my hands of it, and I have 
nothing more to say.” Then there was a com- 
plaint of Captain Kentish having some pack- 
ages of salt in his cabin, with an arrangement 
with sailors that they should get share. This 
was found out by the lowdah, and it appears 
that Captain Kemish and the sailors had to 
throw the salt overboard. Whether this is 
true or not I do not know; but I believe if the 
Dongkong was here we could get sufficient 
evidence to prove the fact. Whether 
that was the cause of the row between Kemish 
and the sailors and his boy last trip I can’t say. 
I was told about it by one of the Chinese, and 
I have no reason to consider tlrat he would tell 
me a direct lie. 

His Hoxour—Did you ever tell the last 
wituess that this lorcha was the property of the 
Chinaman he speaks of? 

A.—Never to my knowledge. In fact I have 
never had any couversation with Captain 
Kemish, or very little, during the whole time 
I have known him, It is very rarely that we 
have had any conversation. In Hankow I 
don’t suppose we should have had any, except 
for this complaint. On one occasion he came 
to my house and behaved in such an excited 
manner that I requested him to leave. He left 
Hankow owing the provision compradore some 
money, and General Shepherd had to send a 
summons after him; and If had to stand guar- 
autee for him, else the boat would have been 
stopped. ‘That is all E know about Captain 
Kemish, EI know that whenever he has been in 
any port and consigned to my house there has 
always been trouble, and why there should be 
trouble with him and no one else, I don’t know. 

His Howour—How long have you been 

t for the Dong-kong ? 
ol have been agent for her in Hankow 
ever since she has been running. That is, as 
far as getting cargo goes, I have not drawn any 
money for freights. There is a Chinese 
su who acts for Mr, Emery. 

is Honovur—Have any repairs been made 
to her? 

A.—None that I know of. 


His Howourn—Who employs the sailors, 
ships and discharges them, and does the busi- 
nese } 
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A.—The shroff or what you might call the 
stpercargo. This lorcha business is very 
peculiar—— 

His Howourn—lIt seems to be so. 

Witness—The business will not admit of 
having a respectable man—or I should say a 
man of good abilities, such as the captain of a 
steamer or the captain of a ship,—a 
man requiring $150 a month. They can’t 
afford it. They are obliged to get men who 
thake the lorcha business, the last shift a man 
can possibly come to; and thé consequence is 
that they can’t put confidence in them with 
regard to the boat. The navigation of the river 
—they know nothing aboutit; they have no 
business habits; and it is mecessary that the 
business should be left entirely ia the hands of 
the supercargo. 

The Witness was then cross-examined by 
Captain Kemish:—Q.—At the time I joined 
the Jungan, did you not employ Mr. Canter 
to go into the Tungan, and did you not pay 
him the sum of $107 

Witness—No. 

Q.—Did you not advance him $10 ? 

A.—No. 

Captain Kemise—If Mr. Canter was here, 
he would be able to give you the whole infor- 
mation as to whom the vessel belongs. 

Witness—I remember that Mr. Canter 
expected he would get the boat. I did not 
advance him $10; I lent him $10. Yue Fong 
recommended Kemish and I wanted Canter 
to get the boat; and Mr. Emery was appealed 
to and Mr. Kemish was selected, but not with 
my approbation. If Mr. Emery had acted on 
my recommendation he would not have shipped 
Kemish at all, 

Q.—You wanted either me or the owner to 
pay beck the $10 you gave to Canter ? 

A,.—1I told Yue Fong that Canter was a poor 
man, and that I lent him $10 because I expect- 
ed he would get the situation. Of course, if 
he had got the vessel, Ishould have expected 
him to pay me back. 

Q.--Mr. Scofield, up at Hankow, did not 
Mr. Yue Fong and you come on board the 
Dong-kong? And what did he say to the 
lowdah when he came on board the ship ? 

A,—I don’t know. 

Q.—You know all about it ? 

A.—I don’t understand Chinese. 

Q.—Did you not hear Yue Fong say ‘‘ Cap- 
tain, what men do you want to have discharged 
from the ship?” 

A.—Yes. 

Q.—And he stamped his foot on the deck ! 

A.—-No. 

Q.—Well then, it appears he has all power, 
and I have nothing to say. 

A.—He was simply my compradore. 

Q.—You know heis the owner. =~ 

A.—lI can swear that at the present moment 
Yue Fong has not gota single cash in that 
vessel. 

Q-—If he has not gota single cash in the 
vessel, how is it that he has got so much to 


say ? 

A.—Simply because le possesses Mr. 
Emery’s confidence. 

Captain Kemisa—That is not Chinee 
custom, 

His Honour—Do you know of your own 
knowledge whether this vessel is owned entire- 
ly by Americans! 

Witness—I cannot swear whether Mr. Emery 
is the owner or not, but I can positively swear 
that Mr. Yue Fong is not the owner, I can 
swear that, to the best of my belief, Mr. Emery 
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is the owner ; but I can’t swear positively that 
he is. In all his letters he has never intimated 
to me that Mr. Yue Fong had the slightest 
share in her. So far asi can make out, if 
Mr. Kemish had not been discharged, you 
never would have heard anything of this. 

His Honourn—Perhaps that is true. 

Witness—It appears to me to be a matter 
of spite. In Hankow, he did threaten he would 
turn round, and threatened he would make 
known everything he knew; and he said it 
would be the last time she would fly the Ameri- 
can flag. I advised him not to say that, as it 
might come to Mr. Emery, and he (Kemish) 
would lose his situation, and it was for himself 
to consider whether he could yet another oue. 

Q.—Did you not say I wae making it bad 
for myself, kicking again the Clinee owner 1 

A.—No. 

Q.—Did yow not say I was hurting myself, 
kicking agaiu the Chinee owner ? 

A.—No. 

Q.—Did you not say that I should keep 
‘quiet and crawl underueath them? And let 
them smuggle, let them plunder, let them do 
anything to you they liked, but never say a 
word ? 

A.—No; I said you deserved all the incon- 
venience they put you to, if you did not stand 
ou your own dignity, and go to your Consult 
and report it like a man. 

‘The witness, addressing His Howour, said— 
In the presence of another captain on tho 
bund, Mr. Kemish mentioned this complaint to 
me and I distinctly told him that he had the 
remedy in hisown hands. Who was the owner 
it was not for me to know, unless it was Mr. 
Emery. I told him he should go to General 
Shepherd and complain to him ; if he did not 
do so, he deserved all the indignities he might 
receive, if he chose to put up with it. 

Captain Kemise—You did nothing of the 
kind ; you said you would speak to Mr. Yue 
Fong and get the sailors out of the ship. 

His Honour—When do you expect Mr. 
Emery down ? 

Mr. Scormtp—I wrote on Saturday for 
him to come down ; and I telegraphed on the 
same day for instructions, and asked whether 
he would come himself or give me iustructions 
to act. I received a telegramr on Sunday even- 
ing, saying that he would send down the 
shroff, and that he would leave to-morrow. 
Probably he means that he would seni the 
shroff down with documentary evidence. Unless 
that is so, I don’t know what he means by 

ing the shroff down. I wrote to him 
yes y saying that the case was postponed 
on account of your indispositiou and that Mr. 
Kemish’s deposition would be taken and the 
case would probably be again postponed uatil 
his arrival; and that I could do nothing in the 
matter, and he had better come down himself 
or send documentary evidence in proof of his 
ownership. 
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His Hoxovr proposed to adjourn the enquiry 
till next day. 

Mr. Scorrstp—Probably Mr. Emery does 
not think the case is so urgent. If you would 
allow three or four days, I will telegraph to 
him to come down. 

His Honovr—lt is important that Mr. Emery 
should come and reply to the strictures which 
have been made upon his conduct. 

Captain Kemisa said—There is one thing 
I forgot to say. Theday Icleared the boat, 
the trip before last, I went ashore after clearing 
the boat. I had some money in my drawer in 
the ship, and while I was on shore this same 
shroff, the owner’s brother, came to my boy 
and asked him if the Captain had any money. 
The boy said “ Yes,” and the shroff asked the 
boy to let him have it. The boy said this 
money belongs to the Captain, and the shroff 
said “ All right,” and the boy gave him the 
money and he bought salt with it. The next day 
Lasked where the money was, and the boy said 
the shroff bought salt with it. I said “Where 
is the salt?” and the boy said, ‘‘The shroff 
put it underneath your bunk.” [ waited till it 
was dark and then I took the salt and chucked 
it overboard. When I got to Ohinkiang, I 
reported the matter to Mr. Emery and the 
ay and he said he would pay me the money 
bac 


His Honourn—Where was the salt taken on 
board ? 

Capt Kemisa—From the French town, where 
we were laying at anchor. 

Mr. Socorietp—That is one of the most 
difficult things that captains have to contend 
with. The sailors will try to smuggle. 

Capt. Kemrsp—But you said I smuggled it. 

Mr. Scorrenp—That was the report. 

The Court then adjourned.

This enquiry was resumed to-day at 2 p.m. 
Francis Joun Canter, sworn, deposed—I am 
an American citizen, and a shipmaster by pre- 
fession. I am at present mate of the Batavia, 
His Honovm—Have you ever acted as a 
lorcha captain ¢ 

A.—Yes, I went up to Hankow and brought 
a new lorcha down—the Paoting. 1 went up 
then only on a temporary arrangement ; I was 
verbally engaged for the commission business 
in Hankow. While I was in Hankow I had 
trouble there with Genera! Shepherd, through 
Jenkins, 

| Q.— What was the nature of the trouble ? 

A.—Jenkins monopolised the whole of the 
commission agency carried on under American 

rotection. "Jenkins knew I was to go into it. 

e had the ear of General Shepherd, as he is 
interpreter, marshal, clerk of Court and every- 
thing, and through his influence General 
Shepherd said I had been insolent to him. [ 
kept the correspondence here, and I was going 
to consult you, Judge, but you were not here 
at the time. I wrote a letter of apology, say- 
ing if I had offended him in any manner I 
would like it to be pointed out, as it never was 
my intention, for I t all officials, especially 
the representatives of my country. But he 
would not point out in what manner I had 
offended him, but said in his letter that if I 
had been drunk and unconscious, he could 
have looked over it, but being conscious, the 
apology was not sufficient. The fact of the 
matter was that he wanted an abject apology 
and I did not give him one. 

Q.—Never mind that; state what you know 
about the new lorcha. 

A.—I brought the lorcha down here and 
went up in her again, pending this appoint- 
- ment in the commissiou business, and then 
this trouble with General Shepherd commenced, 
through Jenkins. 

Q.—Do you know anything about the owner- 
ship of the lorcha Dongkong ! 

A.—No, sir; simply what I have heard— 
the same as all the lorchas. 

By Mr, Kemisu (the informer)—Q.—Did Mr. 

advance you $10 to join the Dongkong 
before I joined her ? 

Witness—Mr. Scofield engaged me as his 
partnerin the commission agency. [ was to 
represent the firm in Hankow and he was to 
carry on the business at Shanghai. I was 
introduced to Yae Fong, the actual owner of 
the Dong-kong, asthe head of the house. He 
(Scofield) was representing the Chinaman in 
Hankow at the time. 

His Honourn—Who you say was_the actual 
owner of the Dong-kong ? 

Witness—I was introduced to the Chinaman 
Yue Fong as such, by Mr. Scofield and others, 
I was appointed to the Dong-kong, and I was 
er § captain of her until a case was 
settled with Mr. Watson, who was carrying on 
the business for Mr. Scofield. Yue Fong 
wanted this man (Kemish) to go in charge; con- 
sequently [ was left as an encumbrance on Mr. 
Bcofield’s hands, he not being able to put me 
in the position I was engaged for—to go in the 

I had a chance to go as an officer 
in one of the China Merchants’ boats, and I 
said to Mr. Scofield that I could not afford to 
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wait till this affair was sottled. He gave me 
$10, and I took them on account of my appoint- 
ment to the Dongkong. Mr. Scofield afterwards 
appointed me to the command of the Pluto, 

@ vessel that was seized by the Chinese 
authorities. I stayed 26 days in her and then 
left her. 

Q.—You say Mr. Scofield introduced you to 
Yue Fong as the owner of the Dongkong ? 

A.—As representative in Hankow of the 
commission firm—Scofield, Yue Fong and 
Ching-san. 

Q.—You say. Yue Fong was the actual 
owner? 

A.—Scofield said Yue Fong wanted to put 
Captain Kemish into the boat, and that he 
could not help it ; Kemish had to go into her. 

Q.—Do you know anything more as to the 
ownership of the Dongkong ? 

A.—No, sir; it is generally understood and 
known to everybody hvuw tliese lorchas are 
carried on. The man who flags these lorchas 
is not an American. Not one of the men on 
the river can prove he isan American. Captain 
Olleudersen of the Wuhu (lorcha) flags these 
lorchas under the United States flag for these 
Chinese. I had an interview with you some 
months ago, when I mentioned the subject to 
you, 

His Honour—lI don’t remember it. 

Witness—There’s not a man on the river in 
these lorchas who can prove he is an American, 
There was a coloured man named Moss, whe 
used to be down here in Hongkew, who would 
swear for $5 that he saw the man in Chicago 
and that he was an American. But there’s 
not a man of them that cau prove he is an 
A merican. 

Q.—How do you know he is flagging the 
lorchas ? 

A.—Simply because the lorcha I brought 
down was flagged by him. I had the bill of 
sale in my possession. 

Q.—In whose employ is he iu ? 

A.—Chinamen’s, in Hankow. 

Q.—What steamer is he in ? 

A.—A lorcha. I believe he owns the Wuhu, 
or is part owner, He flags some of the lorchas 
and three or four others do the same. It is a 
business for them. 

Q.—In what way ? 

A.—They get so much a year for flagging 
them. 

'Q.—How much do they get ? 

A.—Some get Tls. 100 a year, and find the 
captains ; then they squeeze the captains as 
much as they can. Others got so mucha 
month. There's no tariff at all. 

Q.—They get what they can’? 

A.—yYes. It is a well known fact to every- 
body connected with the river. I was on 
the river some time in the Shanghai and 
Kiang-chow. | 

Q.—Where was Ollerdessen before he was 
on board the Wuhu ? ) 

A.—He had been about here some time 
before that. He came out here before the 
mast on an American vessel from Antwerp. 
He has been out here for years, but he can’t 
prove he is an American. He isa German. 
He has not got any naturalization papers. 
There is not one of them running an American 
lorcha that can prove himself an American 
I have positive proof that some of them never 
saw America, except two. 

Q.— What two ? 

A.—Peter Boyston, who came out here as a 
ter on an American ship. 
Q.—What other one is not an American ? 
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A.—The other is an old man. I don’t know 
that I should tell his name ! 

Q.—No matter, you are on your oath, and I 
want his name? 

A.—Am I compelled to answer ? 

Q.—You are compelled to answer ? 

A.—Old Brown; he has been in America 
s good while, but none of the others ever were 
there. 

Q.— What is his other name ! 

A.—I don’t know his other name. 

Q.—How many lorchas are there on the 
river flying the American flag ? 

Captain Lee ‘a lorcha captain) answered for 
witness, who did not recollect the number. 
He said there were 18, but several of them 
went under the Chinese flag lately. 

Witness—Not one of them can prove he 
is an American. 

His Honourn—Some are Americans ? 

A.—Not one that I know of, and I think I 
know them all. 

Q.—Do they claim to have been foreign 
born ? 

A.—Yes, sir; they claim to American 
citizeus, 

Q.—Have you anything further to state on 
the matter ? 

A.—lIn regard to the commission business in 
Hankow, I simply wish to state that there is 
something grossly wrong about it. I can state 
it on the authority of the Honourable Hugh 
F. Ramsay that Jenkins took out 430 transit 
passes in one month; and there's something 
wrong with that, when he was bankrupt a 
few months before, and his lorcha sold iu 
this Consulate. He is the tool of the Chinese, 
and. nominally the head of this hong. 


Captain Houmes was then called and sworn. 

His Honour—Dv you know anything about 
the ownership of the Dong-kong ? 

A.—No, sir; I don’t kuow anything about 
Dong-kong in particular. 

His Honour asked Mr Kemish what he 
wished to prove by this witness. 

Mr. Kewisa—Mr. Holmes, you remember 
that sometimes Yue Fong would come on board 
your boat when you were loading rice at 
Chinkiang ? 

A.— Yes. 

Q.—Did he ever say anything to you about 
the ownership of the Tong-an ? 

A.—Yes; he owned that himself. He 
always told me so himself. 

Q.—Did he ever tell you anything about 
the Tong-an? 

A.—No; nothing in particular. He allow- 
ed that he was the owner of her. 

His Howour—Did he ever say anything 
about the Deng-kong! 

A.—No, sir. 

Q.—How many lorchas are there on the 
river, flying the American flag ? 
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A.—As near as Ican remember there are 
some 12 or 14, but I would not be certain. 

Q.—Do you remember the names of all of 
them ? 

A.—I can’t remember them; there are so 
many funny names among then. 

Q.—Who are “a flagged by, most of them? 

ep aa! are flagged by Captain Oller- 
dessen, and some are flagged by other 
people—Europeans. It is my firm belief that 
they don’t belong to them. 

Mr. Kemise—Who is the Dong-kong 
flagged by ? 

A.—lLcould not say. 

Q.—And the Zong-an ? 

A.—I could not say. 

His Honourn—Do you know anything abont 
the custom as to how much is paid for flagging 
a lorcha? 

A.—lI have heard it ramoured, but I could 
not swear to it. I have been teld they are 
paid ‘Ils. 100 a year. 

Q.—That is the customary fee ? 

A.—TIt has been known for years that that is 
the customary fee. That has been the rumour 
for years ; how true it ix, I don’t know. 


His Honour asked Mr. Kemish if he had 
any more witnesses to produce. 

Mr. Kemism suggested that Mr. Lee might 
be called. 

His Honour—Does he know anything about 
the Dongkong ? 

Mr. Lezs—No. 

Mr. Kemisp—Mr. Lee might be able to give 
you information about smuggling aud like of 
that. 

His Honour—If he does not know anything 
about the Dongkong, I don’t care to ask him 
about that. 

Mr. Kents said he had no other witnesses. 

His Honour then asked Mr. Scofield if he 
knew when Mr. Emery was to appear. 

Mr. Soorterp said he had wired to him 
yesterday. 

His Honour—If he makes his appearance in 
time, during the next two or three days, I will 
give him an opportunity to be heard.

For ane} 
most part it is the same as preparation for 
the home minis , But how vastly differ- 
ent the fields! Here we are like captains 
in an unknown sea without achart. We 
have to take our soundings and bearings | 
and make our own charts. What a pity 
that so many are too-busy to sound, in their 
hurry to get to port, and thus in their 
haste occasion many shipwrecks. Perhaps 
we trust too much to bvoks and medicines 
to get at the heart of the people, without 
that Sacred Love which is above all elo- 
— faith, charity, and even self-sacri- 
ce. Nay, our very charity in allowing 
people to call us by bad names without let 
or hindrance for a number of years makes 
the people bye and bye believe that we 
deserve abuse. Again we have as yet fur- 
nished but few Text Books worthy of our 
Religion aud of the Chinese authorities, 
and thus even well disposed officials are 
‘not provided with the means of getting 
rightly informed. 


The native Christians are often charged 
with trusting to foreign protection for un- 
worthy ends. It may occur in a few single 
instances, but the great mass of the Chris- 
| tians entertain no such thoughts. All they 
jwant is to live in peace. The Taiping 
Rebellion however is not forgotten by the

You have no idea how the opium 
emoker spends his life from sunset till two or three 
in the morning.

Now, have they any t over it after the chest 
is suppese! to be sold? When it is taken out 
and unpacked, and sent away in cases and 
balls by the Chinese, certainly the Chineses autho- 
rities have a right to seize the balls which 
are smuggled into the country. But no, 
| your Coveuls deny that. They would not 
allow the right, and by their doing that, they 
have not only Leesiasal the importation, but 
increase the consumption. That is the way. 
They say to the opium smokers, “ You can 
on as much as youlike. We will help you. 
We will give you opium cheaply to suit your taste, 
You can smoke as much as you like.” They 
have actually increased the consumption of opium 
in China. 


To show you the sincerity of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, I may tell you that not only have they made 
laws, but have taken steps from time to time to 
at down the traffic. The present Viceroy of 
tanking, when he was Commander-in-Chief in the 
north-west, having under his jurisdiction the pro- 
vinees of Kan-suh aud Shensi, ordered every 
-plant to be uprooted. Immediately after 
the famine in Shan«i and Honan, the governors 
there refused to allow any poppy seeds to be sown 
there. Only lately they degraded a viceroy, 
the highest official in the province in China, 
'anpd sent him home because he was accused | 
,by one of the censors of smveking opium— 
a charge which he could not deny, and he 
was oblige! to gohome. And we have seen 
various cases of other officials sent away because 
they smoked opium. Now, when we have all these 
facts, can you say that the Chinese Government is 
not sineere in attempting to suppress opiuin 3 
iq} , Phe name of opium was never known in China 
formerly. The Chinese call it “ Ap'ien,”—just the 


same word as you use for opium, When o; ium 
was imported into China, the population knew that 
it was a noxivus drug. which ought not to be im. | 
ported into the country, and even the opium emoker 
himself is ashemed to confess that he em: kes opium 
or smokes it to a great extent. He makes the ex- 
cuse that he tak-s one or two pipes for his health ; | 
but, ne a fact, they every one of them know that it | 
is a bad thing for them to take, and they refuse to 
admit that they smo e it.
